IRRIGATION DISCUSSED 


By Bow Valley And Serviceberry M. D.’s 


Subscription per annum — $2.00; Foreign — $2.50 


The Councils of the Municipal Dis- 
tricts of Bow Valley and Serviceberry 
realizing the seriousness of the ap- 
parent policy of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Company, D. N. if in getiing 
farmers by one method or another to 
sign off their water contracts, cecided 
that something should be done io have 
the C. P. R. continue to deliver water 
in the areas where they had been suc- 
cessiul in getting 100% sign off. 

It also seemed to be the policy oi 
the C. P. R. to dismantie structures on 
above canals, aS soon as they are rc- 
lieved of delivering water. 

It was therefore decided to send a 
delegation from the Municipal Dis- 
tricts (The boundaries of these dis- 
tricts comprise the greater part of the 
Western Irrigation Block) to Edmon- 
ton to interview the Hon. D. B. Mac- 
Millan, Minister of Agriculture, and 
Mr. P. M. Sauder, Director of Water 
Resources.

Also attending with the committee 
were Mr. Don J. McKinnon, M. L. A. 
for Gleichen, and Mr. W. E. Cain, M. 
L. A. for Bow Valley-Empress. 

The Committee contacted Mr. Mc- 
Kinnon, who made all arrangements 
for the conference with Hon. Mr. Mc- 
Millan and Mr. Sauder. 

The committee were received with 
the utmost courtesy, and we ‘ound the 
department ready and willing to do 
whatever it could to help the farmers 
of this district with their Irrigation 
problems. 

The committee in presenting the 
case for the continuation of an Irriga- 
tion system pointed out. 

(1) The district is surely changing 
over from grain farming to mixed 
farming, and large numbers of cattle 
and hogs are now being fed, and water 
is needed to grow feed and to water 
stock. 

(2) While it had been intimated to 
the Orginal Committee, the C. P. R. 
had not made an official statement 
that it was their intention to discon- 
tinue their irrigation system; never- 
theless their actions indicated that 
was what they had in mind, as it was 
the intention to discontinue operations 
of the C system, and discontinue oper- 
ating portions of the A and B systems 
this year. 

(3) It seemed to be the policy of the 
Company to dismantle structures just 
as soon as they were relieved of the 
responsibility of delivering water 
through certain canals. We request- 
ed that the Company be asked to dis- 
continue this until such time as the 
farmers could do something about the 
whole Irrigation set up, because if 
these structures were taken out, it 
would entail a very heavy expenditure 
to replace them, if we, as farmers, 
wished to organize an Irrigation Dis- 
trict. 

(4) Since the C, P. R. would not 
need to take as much water out of the 
Bow River at Calgary, we felt that 
this area should be protected, so that, 
if and when, the C. P. R. decides to 
shut up shop, and the farmers or some: 
one else decides to take over, that the 
proper amount of water would be 
available. 

(5) If there was no Irrigation, all 
Creeks would go dry, as most of them 
are used as Spillway. 

In presenting the case for the 
Municipalities, it was pointed out 
there was less chance for a complete 
failure where there was Irrigation, as 
farmers could nearly always grow feed 
and seed, and money for payment of 
taxes could come from stock. 

We were reluctant to assume any 
responsibility for the structures on the 
abandoned canals, 

As a result of the Representations 
made by the Delegation to the Minis- 
ter of Agriculture, and the Director of 
Water Resources, the C. P. R. have 
definately stated they intend to get 


up the deiegi- 


out of the Irrigation business in the 
Western Block. 

They will deliver water for this year 
in order to give the farmers a chance 
to organize to take over the system. 

It is evident that it is only a matter 
of time when other areas will be all 
signed off and then no more water. 

The delegation from M, D. 218 and 
248 feel that the farmers who still 
have water contracts with the C. P. R. 
should be compensated in some Way by 
the C. P. R. before any attempt to or- 
ganize an Irrigation District to take 
over and operate the present layout. 

We suggest that meetings of all 
those who still have water contracts be 
held, one in Strathmore, and one in 
Cluny, about the end of May or first 
week in June. 

If these meetings turn out satisfact- 
ily, then a Mass Meeting of all those 
who were water users, and others in- 
terested in the formation of an Irriga- 
tion District be held in Strathmore a- 
bout the end of June. 

The Delegation feeis that all corres- 
pendence arising out of the discussions 
should be printed, and we are submitt- 
ing them with this report.

Yesterday a delegation consisting of 
five representatives of Municipal 
Districts Nos. 218 and 248, D. J. Me- 
Kinnon, M. L. A. and W. E. Cain, M. 
L. A., conferred with Mr. Sauder and 
myself regarding the formation of an 
irrigation district to take over and 
operate the works in the Western Sec- 
tion of your Irigation Block, 

While it has been intimated that you 
may not operate certain canals this 
year, there has been no definite state- 
ment by you or your company. It 
was the feeling of the meeting that the 
the company should make a definite 
statement either publicly or to the Pro- 
vincial Government so that those con- 
cerned could plan accordingly. I may 
say that some do not think that the 
company will actually discontinue run- 
ning water and are not, therefore, in- 
terested in any plans for taking over 
the works. I would appreciate it if 
you will advise me of your intentions 
in this matter. 

It was also reported that you have 
dismantled a number of structures and 
that you plan to dismantle additional 
structures this year. This will make 
it difficult for a farmer’s organization 
to take over and operate the project 
and I would, therefore respectfully 
ask that no structures be dismantled 
during the present calendar year. 

Mr. Sauder will be in Calgary next 
week and will discuss certain other 
matters with you.

Replying to your letter of the 26th. 
instant regarding the Western Section 
of the Irrigation Block; 

I have discussed this matter several 
times with Mr. Sauder and told him I 
would notify him this Spring as to the 
situation and the Company’s plans. I 
had intended to write him in regard 
to the matter in the near future. 

There are now no water agreements 
covering any land served by that por- 
tion of the Western Section irrigation 
therefore, it is the Company’s inten- 
tion to not run any more water in this 


re- 


system, This is the northern portion 
system known as the “C” system and 
extending easterly to the Rockyford 
district. Mr. Sauder has maps on 
which he can point out this area to 
you. 

Certain portions of the “A” and “b’ 
systems no longer serve land with 
water rights and are subject to ab- 
andonment and dismantling of siruc- 
tures. For the most part the smaller 
service and distributary ditches are 
involved, but an eighteen or twenty- 
mile section of the main “B” canal is 
in this category. 

Plans have been made and_ equip- 
ment has been held in reserve to start 
this Spring, as soon as weather con- 
ditions permit, on the removal oi 
bridges and culverts on road allow- 
ances in order that the Company may 
be divested of continued responsibility 
with respect to them. Concurrently 
certain other structures will be re 
moved, and any other necessary work 
done in the abandonment operations, 

Structures have been dismantled on 
certain portions of the Western Sec- 
tion irrigation system which have not 
been used for some years. 

Speaking personally, I may say that 
I would be pleased to have the entire 
Western Section irrigation system 
taken over by an irrigation district or 
other public organization and, I be- 
lieve, the Company would be willing to 
enter into such arrangements on a 
favorable basis. 

There has been some movement a- 
mong Western Section farmers along 
this line during the past six years, and 
the Company has been approached 
several times. However, there has 
never appeared to be any substance to 
any of these movements, and our be- 
lief is that the farmers so interested 
are very limited in numbers and, for 
the most part, their desire for service 
is limited to stock water and a very 
smal lacreage of irrigated land, if any. 
Our information is that many farmers 
are definitely opposed to any such 
movement. If the sentiment now exist 
ing warrantts further discussion ,the 
Company is quite prepared to give 
further consideration to ihe matter. 

As to your request that the Company 
do not dismantle any structures during 
the present year, I would suggest to 
you that the Company should be re- 
lieved of any liability with respect to 
any such bridges asd culverts on road 
allowances. 

In addition to the situation as it 
affects the Company I also wish to 
point out that a substantial number of 
farmers in the areas presently affect- 
ed have approached the Company for 
an approval to fill in ditches on their 
own land, and in most such cases the 
Company has necessarily given such 
approval. 

I will be pleased to learn from you, 
at your earliest convenience, what 
further action will be taken, 

I am sending a copy of this letter to 
Mr. Sauder, which will constitute the 
advice I promised to give him.

It is noted that you plan to discon- 
tinue operating certain portions of the 
“A” and “B” systems and all of the 
“C” system and to abandon or dis- 
mantle the structures on the canals 
and ditches that are discontinued. 

I quite appreciate that the Company 
wishes to decrease expenditures and 
to discontinue any service that is not 
being paid for and that many of the 
farmers have intimated that they do 
not want irrigation. Some of the farm 
ers, however, now realize that it will 
be a big set-back for this area if the

Hon J. G. Gardiner, minister of ag- 
riculture, is credited by the Canadian 
Press with the statement that Canad- 
ian farmers had the highest annual 
income in 1942 in the history of Can- 
adian agriculture. 

This statement is not true as tar as 
the prairie provinces are concerned, 
In 1942, the gross cash income of 
farmers in the prairie provinces total- 
led 462.2 million dollars. In 1926,-27,- 
28, and 29, the prairie farmers’ in- 
comes were larger; the figures for 
those four years in millions o dollars 
being $539.6, $517.1, $612.4 and $484.9. 

It was in 1926 that the Federal 
Bureau of Statistics first began com- 
piling Canadian farm income statistics 
The highest figure of prairie farm cash 
income since 1926 was in 1928 in the 
total of 612.4 millions. The lowest 
in the 17 years was in 1982 when the 
total was only 169 million.

vise me of their intentions. 

Mr. Griffin’s reply stated that the 
Company planned to discontinue op- 
erating certain portions of the “A” and 
“B” systems and all of the ‘‘C”’ system 
and to abandon or dismantle the 
structures on the canals and ditches 
that are discontinued. I, therefore, re- 
quested that the Company do not ab- 
andon or dismantle any more canals 
or structures and that it operate all 
of the canals and ditches this year that 
it did last year. 1 told Mr. Griffin that 
if the Company would do this, we 
would co-operate with the farmers in 


trying to work out an organization for | 


taking over the works and operating 
them after this year. 

I now have a letter from Mr. Griffin 
dated twentieth instant, in which he 
states that in order to give us an op- 
porunity to investigate the possibility 
of working out an organization for tak- 
ing over the works and operating them 
the Cmpany will defer, for the present 
any further action in the dismantling 
of structures or abandonment of canais 
under its control. He points out, 
however, that the operation of canals 
in which there are no water agree- 
ments is not a Wholly simple matter. 
The company is, however, prepared to 
co-operate by making available at 
suitable periods during the 1943 irri- 
gation season in all canals and ditches 
operated last year (unless some un- 
usual or unforseen difficulities prevent

Tre number of Jewish farming fam- 
ilies in Canada has increased 20 per 
cent since 1931 although that period in- 
cluded the years of drought, depres: 
sion and the lowest prices for farming 
products in Canadian history, accord- 
ing to a statement by the United Jew- 
ish Refugee and War Relief Agencies 
here, which has just completed a study 
of Jewish refugee settlement in Can-

The study shows that there has 
been a slight decrease of Jewish farm 
settlement in Western Canada where 
there are long established Jewish farm 
ing communities. However, a consid- 
erable number of refugees from over- 
seas has been successfully settled on 
farms in eastern Canada.
